| they all liked him, but they all went

to bed early, and that wonderful sonnd
coming to them after they had gone
to bed did disturb 'em somewhat. And
0 the old man got the glant not to
sing after nine o'clock at night: and
that winter he had him practice up on
a number of songs, which of course
he was going to have the giant sing
under canvas in our next season on
the road.

“We used to stand the glant up on a
platform bullt around the center nole,
with the band around him, where
there was plenty of room for him and
where everybody could see him. And
the band would play a tune throueh,
and then a flourlsh or two, and then
the giant would sing, with the band ac-
companying him.

“And he'd get the people from the
first mote. It was a wonder just to see
him standing there, but it was a far
gredater wonder to hear him slng. He
didn’t make fun of it, you understand:
he took his singing serfously, and so
did the people, for so tremendous a
volce had never been heard before, but
it was not unmusical, and altogether it
came préetty close to being awe-inspir-
ing.

“You see, the giant was by far the
Eredatest man ever seen, but hig volece
was far greater still. Great as he
the giant was yvet a man like nurselves,
